2. Claims 28- 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Toshida et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,812,227). 

Toshida et al. discloses a liquid crystal display and corresponding method of 
manufacturing thereof, wherein said display comprises a liquid crystal material sealed 
between two substrates, said liquid crystal material comprising fluorinated crystals 
having a negative dielectric constant anisotropy, as well as another material having 
photo-curing properties and containing both of monofunctional and multifunctional 
monomers.
